and school objectives during M onday 
nig h t’s m eeting in the W ashington 
M iddle School. 
The five-m em ber board approved a 
d ra ft revising the W ashington Senior 
High School philosophy and objectives. 
The d raft, which w as com piled by a 
revision com m ittee of tea ch ers and 
p aren ts, 
stated 
the 
high 
school’s 
philosophy and a list of objectives to be 
m et 
in 
accordance 
with 
that 
philosophy. 
The d raft began, “ T hat all should 
have the opportunity to acquire an 
education rem ains a m ajo r goal of the 
A m erican society. To achieve this goal, 
it is n ecessary that the curriculum be 
flexible enough to provide each student 
the kind of educational experience he 
n eed s.” 
“ E ach student should have the op­ 
portunity to develop his whole being to 
the m axim um of his 
ab ility ,” the 
philosophy statem ent continued. 
The draft is linked w ith the school 
d istric t’s push for the upgrading of 
curriculum . 
“ This is a basis for our ongoing 
curriculum 
stu d y ,” 
Superintendent 
Edw in N estor told the board m em bers, 
M onday. 
A m ajo r push to rev ise the school 
d istric t’s curriculum on the high school 
as well as the elem en tary level began 
F riday, when teach ers m et at the high 
school in an in-service day workshop. 
N estor told the board he w as pleased 
with 
the 
progress 
m ade 
during 
F rid a y ’s 
workshop 
which 
w as 
organized 
by 
G aylord 
M yers, 
the 
d istric t’s new curriculum director. 
Students got the day off during the 
w orkshop sessions as tea ch ers form ed 
com m ittees to discuss possible im ­ 
provem ents of school courses. N estor 
said the w orkshop w as one of five extra 
days reserv ed by the school district for 
in-service workshops. 
Although 
the 
students did not attend classes F riday, 
they will still be in school for the 
required 180 days this year, N estor 
said. 


Nine 
teach ers 
and 
nine 
parents 
form ed a com m ittee that drafted the 
revised high school philosophy. 
“ The healthy thing about this is it’s a 
sh ared 
com m ittee 
of 
p aren ts 
and 
te a c h e rs,” N estor said. “ This is the 
w ay it should b e .” 
The teach ers on the revision com ­ 
m ittee w ere David Stone, F red Cluff, 
M rs. R egina Del Ponte, Don Gibbs, 
M iss Helen Hutson, Denzil Leggett, 
M rs. D oris Lutz, G ary Shaffer and 
G eorge Shoem aker. 
They w ere joined on the com m ittee 
by M r. and M rs. Ja m es H anaw alt, Mrs. 
R ichard Im m ell, Mr. and M rs. R ichard 
K im m et, 
Mr. 
and 
M rs. 
C harles 
M cA rthur, M rs. Shirley T yree, and 
M rs.

Rain dampens nation's elections

V oters a re choosing m ayors in 38 
m ajor cities and picking governors in 
New Je rse y and V irginia, on an elec­ 
tion day dom inated by local issues and 
dam pened by the w eather. 
Rain 
has 
historically 
benefited 
R epublicans and could affect today’s 
turnouts in both gubernatorial states, 
w here the races are considered close. 
In V irginia, w here som e a rea s have 
been flooded, D em ocrat H enry Howell 
opposes Republican 
Lt. 
Gov. 
John 
Dalton. 
New Je rs e y ’s incum bent D em ocrat, 
Gov. B rendan B yrne, is challenged by a 
R epublican state senator, R aym ond 
B atem an. 
Rain is also forecast for m any of the 
m ayoral cities including New York, 
w here 
D em ocrat 
E dw ard 
Koch 
is 
expected to win easily reg ard less of the 
w eather. 
In sev eral cities, black candidates 
a re trying to capture city halls. • 
In New York, the historically a c ­ 
cu rate Daily News stra w poll gave 
Koch 53 percent of the vote to 39 for his 
nearest rival, S ecretary of S tate M ario 
Cuomo. 
New Y ork’s m ajo r 
issue, 
M ayor 
A braham B eam e’s handling of the 
city’s 
finances, 
disap p eared 
with 
Koch’s defeat of the m ayor in the 
D em ocratic prim ary. 
Cuomo is the L iberal P a rty choice. 
Republican S tate Sen. Roy Goodm an 


and radio personality B a rry F arb er, 
the C onservative P a rty en try , also are 
running, but with little hope. 
N eighboring New Je rse y still has its

“ We had a lot of opposition to the

ch an g es,”

L aurence A. (Bucky) D um ford said of 
the 
decision 
to 
reject 
C onley’s 
proposal. 
At a hearin g on the nam e changes 
held last w eek, a num ber of F ay ette 
C ountians who reside on old U.S. 35-NW 
voiced opposition to the proposal. They 
said an ad d ress change would h am p er 
businesses they operate from their 
hom es. 
They contended that ad d resses on 
business letter heads would have to be 
changed, and they feared a resulting 
loss in business. 
The 
com m issioners 
postponed 
a 
decision on the nam e changes until 
M onday when a continuation of the 
hearing w as held. 
“ It s the feeling of the board that 
these nam es not be changed until U S 
35 is constructed through the county,” 
C om m issioner R ay D 
W arner said 
M onday. 
“ Then, 
w e’ll

changing the n a m e s.” 
Since the construction of the U.S. 35

The tap es of conversations Nixon had 
with A ttorney G eneral John N. M itchell 
and aides H R 
H aldem an and John 
E hrlichm an w ere played during the 
cover-up tria l of the th ree advisers. 
T ran scrip ts of the tap es have also 
been w idely publicized. 
If the tap es a re released , they would 
let the public h e ar for the first tim e the 


actual voices 
the tones and vocal 
inflections 
of 
Nixon 
and 
the 
W atergate 
figures 
discussing 
the 
scandal. 
In a 2-1 decision in O ctober 1976, the

Court

Two hurt in U.S. 62-S car mishap 


A severe single-car crash on U.S. 62, 
a half mile south of Snow Hill Road, left 
two persons injured early Tuesday 
The c a r’s driver, Randall D Dodds, 
24,

of Dayton, were rushed to Fayette

Ms 
Hardy was treated for lacerations and 
contusions. She was later released. 
Fayette County sheriff’s deputies 
stated Dodds was driving southbound 
on U.S. 62 at an excessive rate of speed 
when he drove off the left roadside 
around 2 a m. The vehicle ran nearly 
180 feet off the road into a ditch, 
crashing through seven rod of fence 
and striking a fence post. The car, 
which was demolished, continued on, 
smashing broadside into a tree. 
The fence is located on John L. 
Rhoad s property at 3807 U.S. 62-SW. 
Sheriff’s 
deputies 
reported there 
were no skid m arks on the highway. A 
citation for reckless operation against 
Dodds is pending further investigation 
of the accident.

casting Service, the Radio Television 
News 
Directors 
Association 
and 
Warner Communications. 
The networks and the news directors 
organization are interested in airing at 
least portions of the tapes. W arner 
indicated a desire to commercially 
reproduce the tapes 
Attorneys for Nixon argued when 
they sought Supreme Court review in 
June 1976 that 
such reproductions 
would be "played at cocktail parties 
and in satiric productions and ... be 
exploited in any other fashion.” 
Last January, lawyers for the net­ 
works and the others seeking release of 
the tapes submitted a proposal to U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica that en­ 
visions the National Archives selling 
one-hour segments of the tapes for $3 75 
to $5.75. 
The Supreme Court has been con­ 
fronted with four other legal con­ 
troversies involving Nixon’s 880 reels of 
once-secret recordings. 
In 1974, the court’s ruling that a claim 
of presidential privilege could not be 
used to withhold evidence in a criminal 
trial forced him to surrender 30 of the 
tapes 
to 
the 
special 
W atergate 
prosecutor 
and 
hastened 
Nixon’s 
resignation.

illegal electronic bugging aim ed at 
innocent relativ es of Jam es E arl R ay. 
who was later convicted of killing King 
F or years. Hoover had conducted a 
vicious sm ear cam paign against King 
The FBI peddled m alicious anti-K ing 
stories to the press and had sent doc 
tored tapes concerning K ing’s personal 
life to his wife When King w as slain in

Authorities planned an autopsy today 
to determine the cause of death of a 9- 
month-old boy and his mother, who 
apparently died while giving birth to 
another child. 
Their bodies were found Monday in a 
sparsely furnished apartment where 
police said they died at least a week 
ago. 
“The whole thing is puzzling right 
now simply because we don’t have 
much to go on,” said John Castle, a 
spokesman for the Franklin County 
coroner’s office. 
The 
woman 
was 
identified 
as 
Mariam Herman, 30, and her son as 
Jerold Herman. 
Castle said a brother, Dr. William H. 
Overholser of Granville, Ohio, made 
the 
identifications 
after 
viewing 
photographs of the decomposed bodies. 
Overholser 
was 
unavailable 
for 
comment. 
Mrs. 
Herman’s 
mother, 
Mariam Overholser, and a sister, Terri 
Overholser, also live in Columbus, 
according to Castle and a spokesman 
for a Columbus funeral home. 
A rental agent investigating com­ 
plaints of a foul odor coming from Mrs. 
Herman’s apartment found the bodies. 
A neighbor who lives in the apart­ 
ment below said Mrs. Herman moved 
in about two months ago and quoted her 
as saying she came from San Diego to 
obtain treatment for Jerold’s epilepsy 
at Columbus Children’s Hospital. 
However, 
officials 
at 
Children’s 
Hospital, which has received national 
attention for use of sodium valproate in 
an epilepsy treatment program, said 


they have no record of treating Jerold 
or anyone with a similar name. 
“She was obviously lonely,” said the 
neighbor, 
Eleanor 
Adream 
63, 
a 
bedridden cancer patient. “She would 
wave at us when she left for the 
hospital. She stopped almost every day 
to speak.” 
Mrs. Adrean and Troxler said they 
did not 
know 
Mrs. 
Herman 
was 
pregnant. They described her as about 
5-feet-4 inches tall and weighing 150-175 
pounds. 


“I called the police last Saturday 
night because of the bad odor from 
upstairs,” said Earnest Troxler, 57, 
who lives with and cares for his 
widowed sister, Mrs. Adrean. “They 
pushed a back door open but it was 
chained from inside and they said the 
kitchen was full of trash and this 
caused the odor.” 


“We hadn’t seen her since a week ago 
Thursday (Oct.27),” Mrs. Adrean said. 
“Two people came looking for her since 
then. It was a couple who said she 
worked for them some time. We didn’t 
get their names.” 
Troxler called their real estate rental 
agent Monday about the odor. The 
agent, Robert Myers, notified firemen 
at a nearby station. 
“We were worried about her but I 
heard noises a few times at night and so 
we didn’t think much of it,” Mrs. 
Adrean said. “It must have been the 
baby. He jabbered a lot. He was trying 
to talk, but we never heard him cry. 
“I don’t know why, if he was hungry, 
why we didn’t hear him cry ...

me to represent them , I said, ‘Hell, yes,

M arvin, 53, spoke by phone from his 
home in Tucson, Ariz. At the tim e he 
was getting set for a trip to Australia 
for purposes of catching m arlin before 
starting work on his next movie, “ Big 
Red One.”

Safari Museum in Kansas Honors 


Explorers Oso, Martin Johnson

CHANUTE, Kan. (AP) - The 
rolling hills of southeast Kansas 
are 8,000 miles and another 
world removed from East Af­ 
rica, but a bit of the Dark Con­ 
tinent’s heritage is preserved in 
a two-story, converted railroad 
building in downtown Chanute. 
The Safari Museum is a trib­ 
ute to Martin and Osa Johnson, 
an adventurous Kansas couple 
who became world famous as 
explorers, photographers, au­ 
thors and naturalists during the 
early part of this century. 
Its artifacts draw 7,000 to 8,- 
000 visitors each year into the 
unimposing structure nestled 
among downtown businesses 
and the Santa Fe Railroad 
freight warehouse. 
“People are very surprised to 
find this right in the middle of 
Kansas,” said Dorothy Wilson, 
an assistant at the museum. 
“But they’re pleasantly sur-

prised and I hope they pass it 
on.” 
The museum, one of five in 
Kansas accredited 
by 
the 
American Association of Mu­ 
seums, opened in 1961 in a 
building donated by Santa Fe to 
the city. 
Neither of the Johnsons lived 
to see its creation. Martin 
Johnson died in a plane crash 
in 1937 and Osa died of a heart 
attack in 1953. 
“They apparently had an 
agreement whereby whichever 
one of them died last, that side 
of the family inherited the col­ 
lection,” Mrs. Wilson said. 
“Osa died last and her mother 
got the things.” 
Osa’s mother, Mrs. Belle 
Leighty, who died here in 1976 
at the age of 99, gave the John- 
sons’ collection to the city with 
the stipulation that it be publi­ 
cly displayed. 
Martin Johnson was living in 
Independence, Kan., when in 
1907 at the age of 21 he got the 
chance to travel around the 
world with author Jack London 
on 
London’s 
yacht, 
“The 
Snark.” In assembling a crew, 
London advertised for a ship’s 
cook. Johnson applied and got 
the job, but he was said to have 
spent the entire summer learn­ 
ing to cook. 
After the trip, Johnson re­ 
turned to Independence for a 
short time and was married to 
Osa Leighty of Chanute. They 
soon began their travels to 
East Africa and the South Seas 
in earnest. 
“I think Martin had a pre­ 
monition things were going to 
change, that there would soon 
come a time when animals 
would no longer be free and 
roaming,” Mrs. Wilson said.

five peoples on film, producing 
IO full-length movies. They also 
were active writers. Johnson s 
first book, “Through the South 
Seas with Jack London,” was 
published in 1913. 
Johnson wrote a total of eight 
books and Osa wrote IO, many 
of them after her husband’s 
death. The museum has copies 
of all the books and it is work­ 
ing to obtain prints of the mo­ 
tion pictures. 
A reminder that the couple 
was also active in safari hunt­ 
ing is preserved on a wall of 
the museum — a blanket made 
from the skins of 12 leopards. 
Many ecology-minded visitors 
become mildly upset by the dis­ 
play, Mrs. Wilson said. “But 
they did that in 1922, we tell 
them,” she said. “But they say, 
‘Oh, yes, but 12 animals?’ The 
Johnsons a1® trapped some an­ 
imals and ®ld them to zoos, in­ 
cluding five cheetahs they ®ld 
to the St. Louis Zoo.” 
Among the exhibits in the 
museum are a South Se® Dev- 
il-Devil, Masai hunting spears 
and shields from East Africa, 
and portraits of primitive Afri­ 
can peoples and cannibals from 
the South Se®. 
Mrs. Wil®n said one of the 
most popular exhibits w® a 
collection of African artifacts 
donated by Dr. P®cal Irnpe- 
rato, health commissioner of 
New York City and a former 
physician in Mali. 
More than 200 masks, statu­ 
es, musical instruments, house­ 
hold items and religious objects 
from more than 30 tribal 
groups are contained in the col­ 
lection on the second floor of 
the museum. The display w® 
officially opened in 1974. 
Museum director Keith Bol- 
lwahn said he hoped to further 
open the museum’s facilities to 
researchers and a1® planned a 
traveling exhibit to introduce 
Kansans to the museum.

long period of time,perhaps up 
to seven years. 


A third kind is a drug in­ 
jection. This, a form of hor­ 
mone vaccine, is furthest from 
common use.

pets,” Murdick said. 


"The wafer and vaccination 
have longer effects and may be 
economically 
more 
feasible. 
But they have the disadvantage 
that they are not easily re­ 
versed like the pet food addi­ 
tive, where you just take the 
pet off it and wait for a while. 
With the wafer you either have 
to wait for it to wear off, or go in 
surgically and remove it. 


“Sterilization 
(by 
vaccina­ 
tion) is nonreversible. The vac­ 
cination will still have the side 
effects of having the female in 
heat and the attraction to male 
dogs. 


"The pet food thing we know 
will prevent the animal from 
coming in heat, but it is ex­ 
pensive over the long haul be­ 
cause you have to keep buying 
special pet food. And it will be 
less effective because people 
might forget to administer it or 
be late with it. 


“In many respects, surgical 
sterilization is still best because 
it is perm anent," Murdick said. 
At this point there is nothing 
in the test tube for m ales, but 
“a lot of people across the 
country are working on con­ 
traceptives for male humans. 
Theoretically, 
anything 
they 
come up with should be appli­ 
cable to male anim als,” Mur­ 
dick said.

COLUMBUS (A P) — A form 
of “The Pill” for your pet will 
soon be available from your 
neighborhood veterinarian. 
Three types of animal con­ 
traceptives are currently being 
tested at veterinary colleges at 
Ohio State University, Colorado 
State University and the Uni­ 
versity of Guelph, Ontario, Can­ 
ada, under grants provided by 
the Ohio Veterinary Medical 
Association. 


All 
three 
of 
the 
con­ 
traceptives are for use on fe­ 
males, and at this point all are 
intended for dogs, said Dr. 
Phillip W. Murdick, chairman 
of the OSU Veterinary Clinical 
Sciences Department. 


“Some may eventually be ap­ 
plied to other pets, but the 
problem does not really exist 
as much for other pets,” Mur­ 
dick said. “We do not have 
packs of cats running loose 
over the countryside; cats are 
not taken out on country roads 
and dumped. It will be another 
year or two for cats.” 


One type of contraceptive al­ 
ready in clinical use, which 
may be available in a year or 
less, is a food additive which 
prevents conception in much 
the same way as does the pill 
for humans. 


The final product may be a 
specially treated pet food, or a 
chemical additive which can be 
sprinkled over the pet’s regular 
food. 
Another contraceptive, also in 
clinical testing, is a treated wa­ 
fer that is implanted under the 
animal’s skin. A drug is slowly 
released from the wafer into 
the anim al’s system over a

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — A 
French Marxist philosopher has 
touched off a controversy by at­ 
tacking the classic conception 
of ancient G reece as the cradle 
of democracy. 
Roger 
Garaudy, 
who 
con­ 
tends the historical accounts of 
ancient G reece’s triumphs were 
a 
“European imperialist 
in­ 
vention,” first made his com­ 
ments while in Greece to attend 
a 
socialist 
symposium. 
His 
views were then serialized in 
an Athens newspaper and criti­ 
cally taken up in a new inter­ 
view by another paper. 
“The democracy of Pericles, 
which was based on the raw ex­ 
ploitation of 400,000 slaves, to 
me does not differ greatly from 
today’s South A frica,” Garaudy 
said in the interview with Apo- 
gevmatini. 
The newspaper angrily con­ 
cluded: “So the history of an­ 
cient Greece is being turned 
into a myth. We are lucky they 
still allow us Sophocles and Eu­ 
ripides. Our progressive friends 
. . . seem 
to 
prefer Greece 
without any history. Just sun­ 
shine, sea, wine and bouzouki 
music.” 
Garaudy 
described 
Hero­ 
dotus, the ancient Greek histo­ 
rian, as a bought-off writer. 
“Herodotus is someone whose 
testimony I don’t pay too much 
attention to. He loved money 
and wrote much when 
paid 
well,” Garaudy said. 
Garaudy, a former member 
of the French Communist par­ 
ty, did accept, however, that 
apart from the alleged slaves 
there was genuine democracy 
among the rest of the popu­ 
lation in the 5th-century B.C. 
“Golden Age of Pericles.” 
Greek historians, however, 
refuse to describe as slaves 
those who, for example, pulled 
the enormous marble pillars 
that built the Acropolis monu­ 
ments and which stand today 
as a symbol of the roots of 
Western civilization. They are 
described as workers who ate 
and lived with their superiors. 
Greek President Constantine 
Tsatsos, considered one of the 
country’s most prominent men 
of letters, in a recent article in­ 
directly replying to Garaudy, 
attacked such criticism of an­ 
cient 
Greece. 
He 
described 
Marxism-Leninism as “the lat­ 
est stage of romanticism ” and 
appealed for an international 
“return to the spirit of Acr­ 
opolis.” He said that era wit­ 
nessed the most successful bal­ 
ance of all political and cultur­ 
al trends, peaceably reflected 
in its art. 
Tsatsos has written the pro­ 
logue to French President Vale­ 
ry Giscard d’Estaing’s book on 
democracy. 
Garaudy also doubted historic 
accounts of the 490 B.C. Battle 
of Marathon and 480 B.C. naval 
battle of Salam is. In both cases 
history has it that the far-out­ 
numbered Greeks managed to 
heavily 
defeat 
the 
invading 
Persians. 
Such events have been held 
sacred in Western teaching as 
symbolic of the spirit of de- 
m o c r a c y 
and 
civilization 
against force and barbarism. 
Garaudy said the example had 
been inversely taken to justify 
Western European imperialism 
and “protective intervention” 
in other areas. 
Garaudy added that only a 
minority 
of 
ancient 
Greeks 
could claim the virtues credited 
to the era. 
At the Battle of Marathon, 
30.000 Persians were routed by 
10.000 Greeks when their ex­ 


pected support from the sympa­ 
thizers of a local Greek dictator 
did not materialize. 
Garaudy finally found it ac­ 
ceptable to describe the ancient 
king and military campaigner 
Alexander the Great (356-323 
B.C.) only as “Mr. Alexander” 
and 
said 
the 
Chinese 
civ­ 
ilization of that same time was 
far worthier of glorification.
